They I'iiul themselves the center of 
some hostility, largely due to past 
abuses of 
corporate management. 


They realize that a public 
service 


corporation needs the friendly sen- 
timent of the public, but they don't 
always know how to get it. 


One thing- that will promote pub- 


lic convenience is to publish in the 
newspapers correct timetables. One 
of the most annoying things in tak- 
ing- a journey is to lose trains. 
As 


most railroads change their sched- 
ules with some frequency, people are 
coutinualh getting left because they 
figured on a former leaving time. 
People can not always be running to 
the railroad stations to procure the 
latest timetable. 
If they did. 
the 


company would be up against a ad- 
dional cost for printing. 


A schedule printed in the home 


newspaper, showing when trains ar- 
t-he and leave at the local station. 
is a public, service. It need not take 
much space. 
People would consult 


it every time they 
travel, 
and 
it 


would save much of the demand for 
the 
complete 
printed 
timetable, 


wnich must be expensive to set out. j 


Xo doubt it would have some ten- 


dency to increase travel. 
The ad- 


vertisement of a railroad 
is a 
re- 


minder of the idea of 
travel, 
and 


would suggest to people the 
jour- 


neys they would like to make. 


It may be said that the newspaper 


in making this suggestion is merely 
seeking to sell us advertising space. 
But it"is surely legitimate for 
the 


newspaper to remind 
the 
business 


people of the value 
of advertising. 


Soina years ago it was much more 
customary for 
railroads 
to 
print 


their timetables in newspapers. Un- 
der the new transportation laws, a 
great deal of exchange of advertis- 
ing for free transportation has been 
cut off. The result has been much 
complaint on the part of the public 
that timetables are not printed 
as 


they used to be. 
It would not cost 


much to remove that source of com- 
plaint. 


Specialty Farming. 


Seeing the price of -all kinds of 


food advancing, the 
average 
man 


feels 
like 
offering 
much 
advice 


aoout the raising of these products. 
Of course such, suggestions are 
apt 


to be worthless. 
Still it is admitted 


by most experts that farm methods 
of past years have been inefficient 
and unbusiness like. So the consum- 
er may perhaps express an opinion 
about 
the general 
principles on 


which he thinks farming could be 
placed more on a business basis. 


A hint m that direction is offer- 


ed by a dispatch just published from 
Burlington. Vt., telling 
how 
one 


man had made SS.OOO 
by 
raising- 


cabbages on 12 acres of land. While 
a- good many farmer? 
are 
making 


handsome profits nowadays, it is not 
likely that" many 
of them 
have 


cleaned up $8,000 in one year by 
raising cabbages. This man no doubt 
succeeded by specializing 
on 
this 


crop. 
He must have studied every 


authority on the raising of this veg- 
etable, and talked with every man 
who could give him any 
practical 


information. 


Many farmers fritter away their 


energy by doing too many different 
things. In most forms of production 
the man who wins out is the one who 
specializes. 
He produces few lines, 


but gets out a large amount on each 
line. In that way his help become 
expert on that proposition. When 
you double your production, you do 
not usually double the labor costs. 
But you should increase 
the 
skill 


with which the work is done. 
The 


expense account grows smaller per 
unit of production, and the results 
should become of better quality. 


Of course in specialty farming, if 


there is a crop failure, it is more dis- 
astrous. 
But the specialty 
farmer 


should be better able to protect his 
crop from insect pests and the vicis- 
situdes of weather. 


The consumer's hat goes off to the 


farmer who can make a success in 
any kind of food raising. 
He per- 


forms a public service in a time of 
strugle with living costs.

Game of Feathers. 


This is a game that is almost too sim- - 


pie for older people and yet very jolly 
for a large party,even of them for a 
few minutes. 


Seated in a circle, every one is set 


vigorously to wagging the hands. The 
leader proceeds somewhat after this 
fashion: "Dog feathers" (as dogs do 
not wear feathers, >the hands must Con- 
tinue to wag); "fistt'feathers, lionrfeath- 
ers, mouse feathers, bat feathers." 


At this last, unless all are on the 


alert, some of the hands may go down 
on the lap. In that case the person 
whose hands go down first must be- 
come the new leader, because bats do 
not wear, feathers. But if no one is 
caught the original leader continues: 
"Lynx feathers, squirrel feathers, eel 
feathers, robin feathers." At this last 
all the wagging hands must .fly down 
to the laps at once, being raised again, 
however, and keep on wagging. This 
is because robins have feathers. 
If 


any pair of hands have failed to salute 
the feathers tbe owner of that pair 
must become tbe new leader and strive 
in turn to catch others. 


From this description the principle of 


the game will easily be seen. It is a 
good game to familiarize children with 
the names of different animals.

upon the close vote in some states de- 
clared that a recount might bejiec- 
essary. 
Chairman JlcCormick earlj 


today sent telegrams to every state 
and county chairman where the re- 
sult appears close commanding them 
to "personally see that the ballot 
boxes are guarded and protected." j 


How far the so-called Progressive 


vote turned to President Wilson can 
not be determined until the returns 
are 
fully 
available 
for analysis. 


Some estimates are that he got at 
least twenty per cent of it Neither 
on the face "of the incomplete returns 
available today was it possible to ful- 
ly analyze in what direction the vot- 
ing po'wer of four million newly en- 
fianchised women had been exercis- 
ed. In some places it appeared that 
hhe women's vote had been about 
equally divided between Mr. Hughes 
and Mr. Wilson. 
How far the suf- 


frage policy of either candidate had 
entered into the result was obscur- 
ed.In many of these states the voting 
was much delayed by long 
ballots 


and the submission of local ques- 
tions and matters of initiative and 
referendum. Because of that the re- 
sults on 
suffrage 
and prohibition 


amendments were obscured and prob- 
ably -will not be known fully

late today. 


In the meantime the race of the 


presidential ballots is running on 
and it is the first time in 26 years 
that the country has had to wait over 
night to learn whom it had chosen 
for its president.

Boston, Nov. 8.'—The 
lives of 


from 30 to 40 persons were lost last 
night when a crowded passenger car 
on the Boston elevated street railway 
plunge'd 
through . an 
open 
draw 


bridge into Fort Point Channel, just 
outside the south station terminal. 


Twelve other persons were rescued 


from the water by fire boats 
and 
tugs. One man, Thomas J. Gannon, 
died atter being brought to shore. 
Two bodies were found with grap- 
pling irons, but the recovery of oth- 
er bodies was delayed as it was be- 
lieved they were pinned ill the car 
which rested on the bottom of the 
channel, 35 feet deep. 


Gerald Wash, motorman of the car 


who jumped before it went over the 
edge of the draw asserted that the 
accident was due to the feet that 
there was no light on the gates pro- 
tecting the opening. He arid George 
McKoen. the conductor; who also 
leaped and so saved his life, were ar- 
rested on technical charges of man- 
slaughter. The conductor was insen- 
sible and the police were unable to 
learn exactly the number of 'bis pas- 
sengers. 


Some of the rescued people esti- 


mated the number of passengers a. 
upwards of 50. J. Harvey White 
publicity agent of the Boston elevat 
ed railroad in a statement issued, 
soon after the accident said his infor- 
mation agreed with that of the police 
that about 40 persons were unac- 
counted for. 


Most of the passengers were em- 


ployes of the Western Electric com- 
pany's factory in South Boston and 
were returning to their homes from 
work. 
Many women and .children 


were included in the number.
